Spanish affairs points out that the talk 
of an armistice is out of the question, as 
Spain would never withdraw her forces 
In Cuba while the rebellious element 
was in amis. He said also that the 
statements published concerning a 
proposition for enlarged autonomyr to 
go into force immediately after the com- 
ing Cuban election, was not in fact un- 
der consideration, as the reported terms 
of this new autonomy are in detail em- 
braced In the autonomy now about to be 
put into force. 


There is little doubt that th. French 


government is ready to tender its good 
offices as mediator between the United 
States and Spain if any intimation is 
conveyed fcy this country that such of- 
fices would be acceptable. Without such 
intimation it is doubtfil whether Franc, 
will take the initiative. In dlplomatio 
circles It is pointed out that the Interests 
of France, both material and senti- 
mental, favor an avoidance of war, A 
material reason Is that Frame, is pre- 
paring for the international exposition 
when the world's travel will be turned 
toward the French capital. It is said 
that war at such a time would be seri- 
ously prejudicial to this project. Mora- 
over, French citizens own many Spanish 
securities, so that any decline resulting 
from war would fall largely on French 
capitalists. While these are important 
considerations for France, yet the ten- 
der of good offices would be based solely 
on sentimental grounds, namely, on th. 
friendship of France for both parties la 
this controversy. 


The army and navy departments con-

i a small boat, which they placed under 
the wharves of Santa Catalina. They 
wore loitering' about more than an hour 
and a half, while Pepe Taco, who is a 
calker and diver, probably the best in 
these parts, did the work to bring about 
the explosion of the Maine. 


"With the data I went t* Kegla and 


discovered that the family of the {lead 
man, who lived In the utmost misery in 
a house in Bodriguei Batista street, had 
moved to a well fumls-ied one on Ocla- 
bert street. There I learned'that they 
had agreed with some merchants of 
Muralla street fer the work of blowing 
up the ship for the sum of $6000 (S2COO in 
advance and th* other |4<||0 a£er seeing 
the result); but they did not come out 
of the adventure very well, having been 
attacked when they ware retiring, the 
result of whleh was the death of one, 
who left hi* teeth la the boat, and an- 
other one wounded. Th* third on* hat 
not presented himself to collect tho rest 
of the money. The on* whom I called 
the third is the diver, Pepe Taco, who is 
Unwoundei, who is no doufet afraid to 
present himself to collect the rest. 


"In Muralla street, they tell me, was 


the place where the business was ar- 
ranged with Messrs. Garcia, Corujedo, 
Villasuso, Maribona and others whom 
I do not remember. Th* man who is ar- 
rested is being administered morphine 
constantly t* see if he will die and not 
give evidence, so as not, as they express 
It, to spoil the affair after It hat come

HU Surprlsliip Dxperlence on the Monitor 


Patapaco—Kia Iloino lit Montclalr, • Jer- 
My Su'oorb of Now York — TypwKSttlnji 
Machine* and The Sun. 


JJEW YOBS March 30.—[Special.]—Cap- 


tain W. T. Sampson, who has been raised 
to tho command of the north Atlantic 
squadron, has been about 41 roars In the 
naval service of the United StBtos, nearly 
27 of which have been passed ashore and 
14 at sea. Tho preponderance of shore duty 
is not to the captain's discredit, however, 
nor has he boon willing that there should 
be such a preponderance. It has been due 
solely to tho fact that there have always 
been too many officers and too few ships 
in our navy, save only during the oivll 
war's four years. 
^ 


Captain Sampson did his share of work 


in the civil war. He entered the Naval 
academy at Annapolis in 1857, when only 
16., He stood high in his class on gradua- 
tion and was soon afterward assigned to 
duty as a lieutenant on the monitor Pa- 
tapsoo. This boat was Joined, to tha block- 
ading squadron and with the monitor Le- 
high was sent to the vicinity of Charleston 
harbor for the purpose of searching fqr 
and removing submarine mines and tor- 
pedoes planted'by the Confederates. 


Sampion'* Mott Exciting Experience. 
One day when young Lieutenant Samp- 


son wan standing watch on the bridge tha 
Patapsoo herself ran afoul of a submarine 
mine. It was a perfect contrivance of ita 
sort, and in less time than it takes to write 
it the Patapsoo was aa badly smashed as 
the Maine was a few weeks ago by the 
mine in Havana harbor. As a matter of 
fact, the wreck waa probably worse than 
that of the Maine, for the Patapsco, 
though plated with iron, was built of 
wood, and the explosion reduced the craft 
to splinters. 


The losa of life, though not so great in 


numbers, since the crews of the wartime 
monitors were much smaller than thoie of 
the modern battleships, was exceptionally 
severe in proportion. Almost every mem- 
ber of the crew and nearly all the officers, 
the captain along with the rest, wsro 
either blown to death or drowned. 


Sampson's escape was furthered no 


doubt by his poelM6n on the bridge when 
the explosion occurred. His first knowl- 
edge that anything unusual was happen- 
ing came when he began a rapid and mos* 
surprising trip in the direction of fhe sky. 
This was followed by an equally rapid trip 
downward, the latter part ol which was 
under water. Fortunately be was blown 
EO far and remained under the surface so 
long before rising that he was safe from 
the rain of flying debris as he come up 
and when rescued was found not to have 
sustained the slightest injury beyond the 
natural shock that such an experience 
would produce. He has said to bis friends 
many times that, while the memory of the 
Patapsco's explosion is a wonderful thing 
to have, it would be torture to be sure 
that such aiwther would have to be faced. 
In a fair flght, even between war vessels, 
Bays the captain, there is some possibility 
that the best man may win, but when a 
ship is blown up it is pure chance whether 
you will survive or not, and the negative 
probability is largely predominant 


Captain Sampson's Montclalr Home. 
Captain Sampson is about 57. In size 


be is rather above the medium, standing 5 
feet 10 in bis stockings/ His eyes, beard 
and hair are dark. His general appearance 
is commanding, and his acquaintances 
both in aad out of the navy believe he is 
thoroughly competent to, manage the 
highly important duties that have been 
thrust upon him at the present juncture. 


Captain Sampson is a man of family, 


and the residence of his wife and children 
is at Montclalr, one of the most beautiful 
of New York's Jersey suburbs. There he 
is exceedingly well liked, and there be has 
the reputation of being a gentleman and 
an all round good fellow. It is well known 
at Montclair that the captain has for some 
time felt certain that war was coming. In 
a letter recently received by his family 
while the board of inquiry was sitting in 
Havana he declared it to be bis belief that 
the United States should act quickly in 
order to forestall any possible treacherous 
action on the part of the Spaniards. Dur- 
ing his stay in Havana he took constant 
precautions against harm to himself, and 
he has been fearful for gome time that. 
Americans who persisted in remaining in 
the Cuban capital were in danger. 


Captain Sampson is more than a good 


naval commander. He Js an accomplished 
scientist as well, and in 1875-6 he was put 
at the head of the department Of physics 
and chemistry at Annapolis. After that 
be served for some years at the bead of the 
ordnance bureau, with headquarters at 
"Washington. In this department be is 
probably the best posted expert on this side 
of the water. 


Typcuetting: Machines. 


Everybody knows that great strides have 


been made'in tho direction of typesetting 
machinery within the past few yeais. Yet 
the statement as made to me by a large 
dealer in printers' supplies today—that be- 
tween 30 and 40 different typesetting ma- 
chines, every one of them practical and 
capable of setting type, have been placed 
on the market—will no doubt be news 
even to publishers and printers. Those 
outside the business will be interested in/ 
knowing that of these SO or 46 machines 
only two or thr^s have made any headway 
worth mentioning and that so great a lead 
has been secured by one of the few that ita 
manufacturers have a practical monopoly. 
It will be interesting to outsiders also 


to know that typesetting by band is-now 
earned on in only one newspaper office in 
the entire country that conld keep ten or 
more machines basy, that this newspaper 
Is the New York Sun, and that the annual 
expense of bind over machine setting for 
that paper is said to be not far from $78,- 
000, 
This may seem like a very large fig- 


ure, bat I am assured that it is not, since 
the machines are operated at an economy 
over band work of from 25 to BO per cant, 
and The Sun's composition Is very large 
owing to its sparing nae of cuts. It is>un- 
dorstood that The Sun'a reason for not us- 
ing macbines is based on the difference in 
tho looks of hand and machine set matter, 
and there is a rumor that Tho Sun's man- 
ager is ready to back any inventor who 
can show a machine that will set type sat- 
isfactorily from Tba Snn's standpoint. 


As to the trustworthiness of this latter 


rumor I am not prepared to speak, of 
course. That The Snn's management; has 
befor» now been anxious to get typesetting 
machines to ite liking is apparently borne 
out by the fact that most of the successful 
machines baa had a more or less pro- 
longed trial in The Sun's composing 
room, only to be thrown out after all.

Eiehty Per Cent of the National Debt la 


Held by Spanish CitUens—Conciliatory 
Policy of the Sacasta Government—AD 
Important Interview. 


WASHINGTON, March SO,—[Special. — 


"The situation of Spain is a most desper- 
Bte one," said a member of the Washing- 
ton government who is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with every feature of the situation. 
"We have been looking into this matter, 
and we find that the dnbt of Spain—I 
mean the funded debt and not counting 
the floating liabilities, Tvhioh ara reported 
to run up into the millions—is nearly $3,- 
000,000,000. On most of this debt tho In- 
terest rate is 4 per cent, but on same of it 
the rate is 6 per cent. Remember that at 
the close of the war between the states the 
debt of our country was under S3, SCO, 000,- 
000, or only a billion more than^bo pres- 
ent debt of Spain, and you get a good idea 
of comparison 
That seemed a terrible 


debt to the people of this country, and yet 
we bad a population at least four times 
that of Spain, and OUT wealth and revenue 
capacity were fully ten times hers at the 
present time. We were then emerging from 
a war, with a prospect of a long and pros- 
perous peace before us, while poor Spain, 
struggling along under a burden of debt 
greater than this country ever attempted 
to carry, does not know when peace •» ill 
come to enable her the more easily to work 
her way out. 


"We have ascertained, too, that 80 per 


cent of the debt of Spam is held by her 
own citizens. Most of the remainder is 
held in Prance Wo had supposed a larger 
proportion was held abroad, but official 
figures submitted to the president and toe 
cabinet last week give the proportions as I 
have stated them. 
The bank of Spain, 


with a capital of $80,000,000, is carrying 
$100,000,000 of Spanish securities. All 
this time the government is running be- 
hind $30,000,000 a year in its balance 
sheet. Its revenues fall short of its expend- 
itures by that sum. 
Ita credit is so thor- 


oughly exhausted abroad that when a new 
loan Is to be floated the people of Spain 
have to do it themselves. We have heard 
of late that the Bank of Spain was going 
to float a loan of about $40,000,000. 


Financial Rain In Prospect. 


"What is the meaning of all this? It is 


that if war comes with the United States 
Spain will go to pieces 
The Bank of 


Spain will collapse. Panic and ruin will 
overtake the country. There will be one of 
the worst smashes in the history of the 
world, and out of the wreck no man can 
foresee what will arise. There are many 
thousands of men and women and children 
in Spain who will go hungry. Already the 
times are so hard there that bread riots 
have occurred, and the government has 
been forced to step in and feed the people. 
If war and defeat come—and if it is war 
It is certainly humiliating, crushing de- 
feat for Spain—who can tell what excesses 
the desperate and hungry people will com- 
mit? Who can say that a bloody revolution 
will not sweep over the peninsuic-? 


"All through thib crisis with \,LO United 


States there bas been an eleii. it of con- 
servatism iu Spain. The nit, 
>f affairs, 


the men of capital and busine 
tha men 


who know the desperate fimiru U and in- 
dustrial condition of the counu,>, have in- 
sisted upon peace. It Is due to their influ- 
ence that the Sagasta ministry has been so 
conciliatory to the United States through- 
out all the trials over Cuba. It was on ac- 
count of this influence that Sagasta re- 
called and disgraced Woyler at the sugges- 
tion of President McKinlej It was through 
the same iniiuonco he organized autonomy 


ui wan nafTrclensod all American prison- 
ers, guilty or innocent. Spain's statesmen 
have been struggling to avert ruin from 
their country, and tbe wisest of them have 
been anxious to find a way to drop Cuba. 


"Cuba can nevermore bo a source of 


anything but trouble to Spain. 
Even if 


tho kingdom could retain the colony, 
which it cannot, it would be a constant 
source of irritation and exr/snse. Many 
years would necessarily elapse, even with 
peace restored, beforo Cuba could become 
prosperous again. All this time Spain 
would have to carry the Cuban debt as she 
is carrying it today. Tbe bonded debt of 
Cuba, or of Spain charged to Cuba, is 
nearly $300,000,000. Added to this is tho 
floating or war debt of more than $100,- 
000,000 more. Not in 50 years could Cuba 
carry tho interest and sinking fund of this 
enormous load vitbout help from Spam. 
And it is as sure as fate that before pros- 
perity in the island could moke Cuba 
worth Spain's having another insurrection 
would break out and require another war, 
with all its expenditure of life and treas- 
ure, to suppiess it. 


Anxious to Avoid War. 


"These are somo of the reasons," con- 


cluded the official, "why President Mo- 
Kinley and those who have advised with 
him wore anxious to stave oS war as long 
as possib'e 
They knew of tho desire of 


Spanish statesmen to drop Cuba, and they 
have hoped that as soon as tbe governing 
classes in Spam were brought face to faco 
with a realization of tbe fact that the only 
way to drop Cuba was to surrender inde- 
pendence to tno insuigents for a money 
consideration and get out of the island 
with a httlo pride and dignity left they 
would do it. The destruction of the battle- 
ship Maiiie and the resulting pressure of 
'public opinion in tbe United States played 
into President McKmlsy's hands in«this 
matter, for it enabled him to convince the 
Spanish leaders that the time for action 
had come. It enabled him to impress them 
with tbe troth of what he had all along 
claimed—that sooner or later Spain would { 
have to solve the Cuban problem herself or 
the United States would be compelled to 
step in and sohe it for her, probably with 
war, and that tho time for decisive action 
had arrived " 


That this icten ~w j*ives a glimpse be- 


hind the scenes in 
ath Washington and 


Madrid I am well c uvinced. It throws 
light upon the diplomatic movements of 
the last week and shows precisely upon 
what the president has been relying in his 
oft expressed belief that, notwithstanding 
the desperate appearance o£ affairs, a way 
out with peaca would yet be found. Spain, 
proud and haughty and With troubles 
enough to drive her leading men well nigh 
crazy, has for a couple of weeks been face 
to face with one of the most desperate and 
puzzling problems statesmen ever con- 
fronted—on the one side the imperative 
need of a humiliating surrender that goes 
against tbe traditions and blood of the 
land, on tbe other the certainty that if this 
saci iflce is not made war nnd ruin will 
follow.

He Tell* Dow He Happened to Go Into 


the Bicycle Business. 


How did Colonel Pope happen to go 


into the bicycle business? He tells tha 
story briefly as follows: 


"In tbe summer of 1877 an English 


gentleman was a guest at my house, 
spending several mouths with me, and 
be was BO enthusiastic over the bicycle 
that in order to show me what; it 
«vaa and its practicability he had 0110 
biade. On that I learned to ride, and, 
having learned, I began to think as 
he did—that the bicycle waa worthy 
of tbe attention of tbe American pub- 
lic. He went home in September, and 
I told him to send me over a few 
bicycles, but he delayed sending them, 
and later in the season we ordered eight 
bicycles through our English corre- 
spondent in Manchester. They arrived 
hero about tbe 1st of January. After 
we had received and examined them, I 
made up my mind that there would be 
enough in the business to warrant a 
proper outlay of capital and decided to 
go in. Believing that if there was ranch 
to do in bicycling we should have to 
manufacture in this country, I early in 
that year (1878) interested the Weed 
Sewing Machine company in the manu- 
facture. After getting them started on 
the way, I went over to Europe to study 
up the manufacture, and to see what 
hold it had upon the English people, 
and also to determine whether we 
should be justified in making the large 
outlay that would be nece'ssary in order 
to make it a successful business. 1 re- 
turned in tbe summer well satisfied nnd 
fully convinced m my own mind that 
in process of time the bicycle interest in 
this country would equal that of Eng- 
land."—Brooklyn Citizen.

OF HUGUENOTS. 


^ITERNATIONAL ASSEMBLY OF HUGUENOT SO- 


CIETIES TO BE HELD IN NEW YORK 


CITY DURING APRIL. 


[Copyright, 1898.] 


A preliminary organization of the 


Huguenot Society of America was ef- 
fected at the home of John Jay, in 
New York city, on April 12, 18S3, and 
this was made permanent on May 2S 
following by the co-operation of about 
60 ladies and gentlemen of Huguenot 
descent. At present the membership of 
the resident society is 300, but there are 
many thousands in the United States 
to be regarded as honorary members. 
There are similar associations in Eng- 
land. France, Prussia and Holland, all 
naturally affiliated in purpose, and in 
April this year there is to be a con- 
gress of these various bodies—historical 
in their intent, but completely patriotic 
for obvious reasons—in New York. 


The history of the Huguenots is the 


tale of a tragedy of 150 years' dura- 
tion, a blighting, remorseless persecu- 
tion covered with a trail of blood, one 
that does not find its parallel in the 
pagan persecutions of a Gallienus or 
the Diocletian era, to which the butch- 
eries of the bullet headed Nero, who tore 
the tongues out of Christians, crucified 
tham, mangled them with the wild dogs 
of Lydia and the lions of the desert and 
burned them at the post, only can com- 
pare and is not equaled by the demoniac 
oersistency of the sultans who have sat 
on the Mohammedan throne of Turkey 
Dr the Spanish atrocities in Cuba. 


The origin of the name is uncertain 


and obscure. One derivation is from 
Hugons, a gate of the city of Tours, 
France, at which these Protestants held 
some of their first assemblies; another 
from "Hue nos," the initial words be- 
ginning their constant declaration of 
religious freedom, and a third from 
aignos, meaning a "confederate." 


Professor Mahn, in his "Etymologische 


TJntersuchungen," who quotes 15 differ- 
ent derivations, suggests the word 
Hugues, the name of some conspirator 
or heretic from which it was formed 
by the addition of the French diminu- 
tive ending "ot," The "Dietionnaire de 
Trevoux" presupposes or assumes it 
originated from the habitual hiding in 
secret places and the appearing at 
night of these unfortunates, similar to 
the antics of King Hugon, the great 
hobgoblin of France. 


The peace of St. Germain (1570) guar- 


anteed the Huguenots liberty, and the 
king's sister was given as wife to Henry 
of Navarre. 
The leading Protestants 


were invited to Paris to the nuptials on 
the 18th inst., where, six days later, Aug. 
24, St. Bartholomew's day, 1572, a gen- 
eral massacre of Huguenots was at- 
tempted at the instigation of the queen 
mother, that terrible creature of bigot- 
ry, Catherine de' Medici. The tolling of 
the matin bell of St. Germain 1'Auxer- 
rois was the signal to begin with the 
assassination of the venerable Admiral 
de Coligni, 


At that time one-fifteenth of the popu- 


lation of France was Huguenot, but their 
ranks includsd more than ten-fifteenths 
of the intelligence, the virtue, the pro- 
bity, the thrift and the industry of the 
kingdom. Six hundred of the French 
nobility were among the 20,000 that per- 
ished by the knife and dagger on that 
fatal day and the weeks 
following, 


•when the slaughter continued through- 
out the breadth and length of the land. 


There is nothing in art or literature, 
that tells a more plaintive story of this 
historical incident than the painting by 
Sir John Everett Millais entitled "The 
Huguenot" (1852), the lovers standing 
In the shadow of the wall while she is 
attempting to bind the white sash about 
his arm that will be a badge of protec- 
tion on the coming dreaded morrow, 
but which he, loving honor as much aa 
he does the fair girl, refuses to allow, 


to be kjiown as he is when his coreli- 
gionists are to be hunted like wild 
beasts of the field. 


The advent of Henry of Navarre 


(Henri IV) in 15S9 revived the hopes of 
the Huguenots. With him as their lead- 
er they battled against the Holy League 
formed by the Guises and Philip II of 
Spain. The kins gave formal recogni- 
tion to both religions by his famous 
edict of Nantes, securing liberty of pro- 
fession to the French Protestants, on 
April 13, 1598.

But there had been previous attempts

In 1562 an expedi- 
tion under the Huguenot leader Jean 
Ribau (or Ribault) landed on the 
banks of St. Johns river, Florida, and 
erected there a stone pillar to mark the 
claim of possession taken in the name 
of the king of France. Rlbau cruised 
along the Florida coast and explored it 
from St. Augustine to Hilton head. 
South Carolina, where nearly three cen- 
turies later an American Huguenot ad- 
miral, Dupont, won a victorious battle 
in defense of liberty and the Union. 
This expedition of 1562 ended in disas- 
ter.

The Spaniard haa but little affinity with 
the Anglo-Saxon and was designated 
by Sir Philip Sidney as "the child of 
hell and the ally of the devil." Need- 
leas to say, throughout the march of 
centuries the type has remained in- 
tact, the veneer of civilization being but 


Moors traversed the strait of Gibraltar 
and poured their itinerant army into 
Spain.

gance of manner of the Romans, tem- 
pered by the fiery, indomitable and 
haughty spirit of the Moors. The in- 
eradicable prejudices, the duplicity, the 
treachery and the cruel vlndictiveness 
of the latter day Spaniard are survivals 
off he era of bigotry and oppression in- 
stituted during the inquisitorial age.

Dr. R. J. Gatling, inventor of the famous gun bearing his name, Is now 80 years old. He was born near Murfreesboro, Hertford county, N. C. When 


15, he was amanuensis in a law office; at 19 he taught school; at 20, a country merchant; at 21, the inventor of a seed sowing machine; at 26, a dry goods 
clerk in St. Louis; at 31, a graduate of the Ohio Medical college and a resident of Indianapolis. In 1854 he .married,and three years later he had invented 
his steam plow. 


In 1S61 he gave to the world the great revolving battery S~un which bears his name and which is capable of firing 200 shots a minute. Though of 


southern birth and proclivities, he was a Union man and gave to the United States government the result of his inventive genius. But the use of 12 of the 
guns by General Butler on James river, where he successfully resisted the Confederates, was the only instance of his aiding the north during the civil war. 


The development of the quick firing guns, the French mitrailleuse and others, grew out of the gatling gun. The American inventor was brought to the 


notice of Louis Napoleon in 1S83. Today Dr. Catling's gun, in its perfected state, has been adopted by England, Russia, Austria and Turkey, in Europe, and 
by the oriental nations, Japan and China.

its suburbs reflect their character, and 
the society of this southern city is con- 
trolled by the element which is properly 
one of the most exclusive in the world. 
But wherever they settled they were 
noted for severe morality, expansive 
charity and politeness and elegance of 
manners. 


Of seven presidents who directed the 


deliberations of the congress of Phila- 
delphia during the Revolution, three— 
Henry Laurens, John Jay and Ellas 
Boudinot—were of Huguenot parentage, 
and that race gave to the supreme 
court of the United States its first chief 
justice. 


In Pennsylvania the refugees, who 


came principally between 1704 and 1776, 
were absorbed, Germanized not only in 
speech and thought, but also in name, 
and there has been the transformation 
of Huguenot patronymics such as Le 
Clerc into Klerike, La Croix to Kruez, 
D'Ange to Engels, Botemont to Butt- 
maim, Michelet to Mickley, Du Champ 
to Dushong, Le Fevre to Faber, Voitu- 
rin to the German Wotring and the 
English Woodring, one of the strangest 
metamorphoses being of La Forge to 
Schmidt. 


But there remain at least a thousand 


families who have preserved the origi- 
nal integrity of their names, such as 
Bontaux, Huguelet, Foulquler. Rou- 
chon, Bayard, Rutan.Maro.uis, Mathiot, 
Grosjean, Coutouir, Babtlste, De Bonn- 
ville, Le Roy, Degrange, Dupont, La- 
geau, Dravo, Marchand, Hugus, Imbert, 
Duche, De la Plaine, Cresson and Bru- 
not.
